“I didn’t even 
file an income tax in Kansas. She 
always had her own estate. When 
we moved down to Del Rio in 1933 
we had that understanding. The 
hospital. was hers.” 

Mrs. Brinkley had $154,000 when 
they started to Texas. Some $54,- 
000 was transferred to Del Rio 
through usual banking channels. 
Twenty thousand dollars went into 
a yacht. The remdining $80,000 
she personally brought to Texas in 


icash. That $80,000 fortune stayed 


in the Brinkley household, in cash. 
‘The $54,000 was comparatively safe 
in a Del Rio bank. The Brinkley 
hospital was started. Patients be- 
gan arriving. Then Mrs. Brinkley 
became worried about her money. 
$100,000 Flown to Canada. 

“President Roosevelt was devalu- 
ing the dollar at the time,” ex- 
plained Dr. Brinkley. “Mrs. Brink- 
ley withdrew money from the bank 
and added it to her $80,000 to make 
it an even $100,000, 

“That night we kept the cash 
under special guard at the Del Rio 
National Bank. Early the next day 
our airplane pilot took the $100,000 

and fl it to Canada. It was de- 
cara a Canadian bank and, 
because of exchange, 
$97,000. ter the interest raised 
it to $107,000 and Mrs. Brinkley 
withdrew it in 1935.” 

Later that year the Brinkleys 
took $15,000 and one of their three 
yachts and vacationed in Canada. 
Lawsuits developed and it took a 
$3000 bond to leave Canadian wa- 
ters. The rest of the $15,000 was 
spent on the yacht and the trip. 

Questioned by Gerland Patton, 
Little Rock (Ark.) attorney repre-

Belgrade Students Shout 
‘Down With Hitler and 
Mussolini’ — Britain, Al- 
lies Prepare for Balkan 
Showdown. 


LONDON, March 25 (AP).—An 
authoritative source declared today 
that Britain reserved the right to 
attack any German forces appear- 
‘in, in Yugoslavia and regarded the 
Axis-Belgrade agreement as _ the 
“thin edge of the wedge of Ger- 
man domination.” 

Yugoslavia, thif source said, had 
been warned of the “dangers” of 
even a modified agreement. 

He expressed belief the Germans 
would have more difficulty reconcil- 
ing the Yugoslav peoples to the 
agreement than they had in either 
Rumania or Bulgaria. 


BELGRADE, March 25 (AP).— 
Hundreds of arrests were made in 
provincial cities of Yugoslavia to- 
night as police sought to prevent 
any serious trouble resulting from 
national feeling over the nation’s 
signing of the Axis pact. 

The arrests followed wild anti- 
Axis demonstrations by schoolboys, 


day and tonight. 

é gray-haiyed rebel leader 
Kosta Pecanac was reported to 
have left Belgrade for Southern 
Serbia to recruit the sons-of his 
old World War revolutiénary’ com- 
rades for a new fight. 

Headlines in red ink and blaring 
radios told Yugoslavs that their 
country had signed the three-pow- 
er pact in Vienna, as Germany, 
Britain, Greece and Turkey cleared 
the decks for possible large-cale 
warfare on a new Balkan front. 
Turkey faced the expected show- 
down with new confidence follow- 
ing a Russian declaration that the 
Soviet Union would remain neutral 
should the Turks be forced to fight 
the Germans. Diplomatic sources 
regarded the pledge as strengthen- 
ing Ankara’s resistance to the 
Axis. 


Yugoslavs Look to ae. 
Anti-German elements in . Xugo- 
slavia, protesting against the align- 
ment with the Axis, apparently 
were looking to Moscow for aid 
against Nazi penetration in the 
Balkans, Pamphlets scattered on 
Belgrade streets. proclaimed that 
“Russia definitely is against the 
Germans’ expansion in the Bal- 
kans.” Some Belgrade papers 
asked: “Was Moscow notified?” 
Communists in Croatia, mean- 
while, were reported being rapidly 
organized. For what purpose was 
not disclosed. 

Extra editions of Belgrade news- 
papers featured notes delivered to 
Premier Dragisa Cvetkovic by the 
German and Italian Foreign Min- 
isters, promising to “respect the in- 
dependence and territorial integ- 
jrity of Yugoslavia forever” and 
ithat “the Axis’ Powers will not ask 
Yugoslavia to permit passage of 
troops.” 

Cries of “Down With Hitler.” 
Police riot squads hauled away 
several hundred boys between the 
ages of 14 and 19 who left their 
classroome@.in two Belgrade schools 
to parade, singing and shouting, 
“Down with Hitler!”

An official announcement said 
Gen. Italo Gariboldi, chief of Gra- 


ziani’s staff in Libya, had been 
promotéd to Governor, with com- 
mand of troops in Libya. Gen, Ma- 
rio Routta, army under-chief of 
staff, waa promoted to chief of 
staff. 

Graziani was relieved “at his own 
request,” the communique said. 
Chief of staff since October, 
1939. he was named commander 
of the army in Libya July 1, 1940, 
succeeding Marshal fEtalo Balbo, 
who was killed when his plane was 
shot down over Tobruk. 

‘ Graziani organized the Italian 
advance into Egypt, which was 
turned into a retreat when the Brit- 
ish recaptured Sidi Barrani last 
December. He retained command 
throughout the British counter of- 
fensive, in which the Italians were 
driven from Eastern Libya. 


Italy’s military reverses in Af- 
rica and Albania have taken a 
heavy toll of high “ascist com- 


imanders—and most of them stepped 


out just as Marshal Graziani did, 
by resignation after repeated de- 


Italian forces in Albania last Nov.

BELGRADE CHIEFS 
SIGN IN VIENNA; 


RESPECT BORDERS 


New Partner Exempted 


From Furnishing Active 
Military Aid — Berlin 
Calls Pact ‘Answer to 
Churchill and Roosevelt.’ 


By LOUIS P. LOCHNER 
VIENNA, March 25 (AP).—Yugo- 
slavia joined the Rome-Berlin-To- 
kyo lineup as a fifth junior partner 
today, but gained pledges that no 
Axis troops would cross its fron- 
tiers. 

Berlin officialdom promptly 
called the act an “answer to 
Churchill and Roosevelt.” 

In the great yellow hall of Belve- 
dere Palace, Yugoslavia’s Premier 
and Foreign Minister, Dragisa 
Cvetkovic and Alksander Cincar- 
markovic, signed a document pledg- 
ing collaboration with the Axis 
Powers. 


Territorial Integrity Pledge. 
Unlike Rumania and, more re- 
cently Bulgaria, which were 


promptly turned into encampments 
for German armies, after joining 


the Axis, Yugoslavia received the 
pledges of the three senior part- 
ners that its sovereignty and terri- 
torial integrity ¥ be respected 
for “all time.” 

In addition, an unofficial version 
said, Yugoslavia was exempted 
from giving any active military aid 
to the Axis nations, but agreed, on 
the other hand, to permit trans- 
port of war material and hospital 
equipment, as well as wounded, 
through its territory. 

Greece, which may provide the 
battlefields for this equipment, a)- 
ready has warned Yugoslavia that 
this would be regarded as a “hos- 
tile act.” 

In ‘support of. unofficial asser- 
tions that Yugoslavia was exempted 
from the obligation-to give active 
military help, authoritative German 
sources said “we don’t want Balkan 
divisions.” 

Among the commitments made 
by the Yugoslavs in turn, it was un- 
derstood, were promises to gear 
their economic system to that of 
the Axis and to end anti-Axis agi- 
tation within the country. 


Hitler Receives Yugosilavs. 


Adolf Hitler, attended by his 
Foreign Minister, Joachim von Rib- 
bentrop, received the Yugoslav 
signers at the Hotel Imperial later. 
This was the second time they had 
seen Hitler during the day.

“He helped me drag 
the body to the swamp and cover 
it, but he did not strike Jackie,” 
they quoted Glenn as saying. 
Search for the Kelly boy began 
Saturday night when he failed to re- 
turn home. 

The hunt for the two Brough 
boys began Sunday night, after 
they ran away from their father 
and another brother, Marvin; near 
the swamp.

Cannon explained that the farm- 
ers had been dispossessed at the 
time the War Department abrogat- 
ed its contract with R. Newton Mc- 
Dowell, Kansas City contractor em- 
ployed to get options, on the ground 
that the prices McDowell had 
agreed to pay were too high. 
“Apparently the only excuse of 
the War Department for abrogat- 
ing the contract,” remarked Repre- 
sentative Dow W. Harter of Ohio, 
“is that they made a mistake and 
set land prices too high.” Harter 
ig acting chairman of the commit- 
tee. 
“That's exactly it,” ‘Cannon re- 
plied. “They propose to remedy 
one mistake by another mistake 
at the expense of those least able 
to pay.” 

Cannon declined to say under 
questioning that the prices under 
the options were too high. He said 
the average price for farm land in 
the options was $114 an acre and 
the average price for town prop- 
erty was $185 an acre. He added 
that he thought farm land in the 
vicinity had previously sold for as 
high as $200 an acre. 

“T do not want to pass on the 
question of fair prices,” Cannon 
added. “The thing that .concerns 
me is that the Government agreed 
to pay stipulated prices and they 
are now refusing to pay those 
prices.” He said “wealthy St. Louis- 
ans” who had recently bought prop- 
erty in the county had been paid 
because they had‘ new abstracts, 
while farmers whose titles went 
back to Spanish grants had not 
been paid when the options were 
abrogated.

Party Men Can’t Understand Why He 
Doesn’t Hit Back at Democrats by Means 
of Law Giving Dismissal Power.

Forrest.C, Donnell’s failure to re- 
move from office Democratic of- 
ficeholders who participated active- 
ly in the attempt to deprive the 
Governor of his office through leg- 
islative “investigation” proceedings

McDaniel’s contest of the Gover- 
nor’s election, 


Some of the politicians, more 
practical than the Governor or, it 
may work out, less practical, pro- 
fess to believe that they cannot 
understand why he does pot invoke 
a law passed by a Democratic Leg- 
islature in 1933 to. enable an incom- 
ing Democratic Governor to oust 
holdover Republican officials. Un- 
der that law a Governor may re- 
move any official appointed by the 
Governor without assigning any 
other reason than “for the better- 
ment of the public service,” the law 
resting solely in the Governor the 
discretion of deciding what is for 
the good of the service. 

The statute has not been exten- 
sively used, Gov. Guy B. Park re 
moving a few officials and Gov. 
Lloyd C. Stark a few. Gov. Don- 
nell so far has removed none, the 
only important change in personnel 
since he was inaugurated being the 
substitution of Miss Margaret Cobb 
for W. B. McGregor as assistant 
budget. director. He accomplished 
that by asking McGregor for his 
resignation and getting it. 


Enigma to Politicians. 


This is but one of many things 
the politicians cannot understand 
about the Governor. He is an 
enigma, the like of which they 
never have seen before in the Gov- 
ernor’s office. So far he has had 
extremely few conference with Re- 
publican leaders about any official 
mgtter. He has conferred with the 
Democratic officials in other offices 
on matters coming within their 
jurisdiction or special knowledge, 
and has gone ahead being Governor 
in too non-partisan a way to suit 
his own party men.

Seventeen employes had 
been laid off because of the cessa- 
tion of the work they were doing, 
at a time when other work was 
available for some of them in the 
same plants, which however was 
unknown to the department for 
which they were working. Ten of 
these men are to be transferred to 
the other department and two men 
are to be restored to their original 
positions, without loss of pay for 
the time they had been idle. 

“At the time of the layoff there 
was no work available for the re- 
maining men at the plants where 
they had been working. However, 
it was reported to us that two or 
three of these men have left the 
employ of the company for reasons 
of their own.

TAX CLAIMS AGAINST ALLEGED 
AID OF JOHN LAZIA UPHELD 


Appeals Board Says Arthur M. 
Slavin Owes $40,000 on 
Gambling Income. 

WASHINGTON, March 25 (AP). 
—The Tax Appeals Board upheld 
today a Treasury claim that Arthur 
M. Slavin, whom it termed “a pro- 
fessional gambler for about 40 
years,” owed $40,000 in income taxes 
and penalties for 1929 and 1930. 

The board said Slavin operated 
gambling houses in Danas, Tex., 
and Kansas City, Mo., during the 
years involved, and that at present 
he was a resident of New Orleans. 

The findings also declared Slavin 
was “placed in charge” of the “ca- 
sino” or gambling rooms of the 
Cuban Gardens in Kansas City in 
1929 through “an arrangement 
with Arthur McNamee, John La- 
zia and Tim Crummett,” and that 
he “ran roulette, blackjack, dice” 
and other games. 

“Crummett negotiated and made 
payments with the county officials 
for ‘protection,’” the board’s find- 
ings added.

U. S. Agent Reports Rac- 
ing Forms, Bicycle Rent 
as Other Items Disal- 
lowed in Returns. 


NEW YORK, March 25 (AP).— 
Playing cards and aspirin tablets 
might conceivably go together, says 
the Treasury Department, but not 
on an income-tax return as items 
deductible as “business expenses.” 

Th and other items—includ- 
ing r bunnies and racing 
forms, razor blades and hair tonic 
—were so listed by Joseph M. 
Schenck, a department agent testi- 
fied yesterday. 

Schenck, board chairman: of 
Twentieth Centur:-Fox Film Cor- 
poration, is on trial in United States 
District Court on charges of avoid- 
ing $412,000 in taxes 4n 1935-36-37 
by deducting certain amounts as 
necessary expenses. His Eastern 
representative, Joseph H. Mosko- 
witz, is co-defendant. © 

The agent, Lawrence W. Gibney 
of Los Angeles, last Government 
witness in the trial, is expected to 
take several days itemizing 
Schenck’s tax returns for the three- 
year period. 

Gibney, in his breakdown of. de- 

ductions made by Schenck in 1936, 
enumerated besides the Easter 
bunnies, aspirin, etc., cost of a 
passport, a week end at a hotel 
and the following: 
_ Bicycle rent, $11; fruit juice, $1; 
badminton, $30; telephones, $1604.93; 
groceries, $7190.86; cleaning and 
laundry, $1562.94; flowers, $615; 
plumbing, $383.94; household linen, 
$158, and a mattress, $30.50. 

Total deduction for that year’s 
business expenses was $44,676. Gib- 
ney said it should have been $483. 

For 1935, the agent testified, 
deductions for necessary expenses 
were $32,142, of which he said 
$4114 was actually allowable.

The prospective total would be 
almost double the $13,542,000,000 
spent last year, and well above the 
'$18,514,880,000 expended in the 
peak World War year. 

The House already has ap roved 
outlays of $17,810,994,862, including 
the seven billion dollar British aid 
appropriation, and it has still to 
act on some $7,351,313,159 in other 
budget estimates from President 
Roosevelt. .

Good, Bad, Medium. 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex., March 25. 
HERE has been room for

Even that varies, of 
course. One year ago, we were at 
St. Petersburg with the Cardinals, 
An overcoat was necessary the 
day we checked in at the Bain- 
bridge Hotel.

The eating at San Antonio is 
better than in most Florida cities. 
A good steak is rare in Florida. 
It’s the rule in Texas. On the 
other hand, Texas cities are 
booming, the hotel lobbies are as 
crowded as the Grand Central 
subway station in New York at 
the rush hour and there's no 
place for the ball players to sit 
and barber. A good sittin’ patio 
would make the Browns’ hotel 
here a great spot, and they'll 
probably put one in, for no hotel 
ever was more eager to please 
than the Gunter of San Antone. 
But every time you turn around 
you find yourself taking three 
cowboys and a soldier out of 
your hair. 

The best of all camps—well it 
would have to be a composite. 
Take the seaside, semitropical 
beauty of Miami; the dry bracing 
air of Avon Park; the cash-carry- 
ing tourists of St. Petersburg; the 
small-town hominess of Braden- 
ton; the tender sirloin steaks of 
San Antonio; the excellent field 
at Lakeland, carefully tendered 
and polished by Neit Conway, and 
you'd have the training camp of 
all training camps. And even 
then, you’d have to hope that the 
weather wouldn’t be too unusual.

And we have made this 
resolution not for academic or sen- 
timental reasons but for very hard- 
headed and practical ones. We 
know that our way of life—the 
right of men to be free in their 
civil, religious and cultural life, to 
aspire and to achieve without the 
control of an all-powerful govern- 
ment—we know that that way of 
life cannot survive in a world 
where Nazism reigns supreme. 


“We also know that the well 
being, the standard of living and 
the very liberty 6f our people is 
iInescapably dependent upon large 
areas in this world where men of 
all nations may trade by economic 
laws and the rules of commerce 
and not by the mandates of mili- 
lary-minded dictators.

For then 
some men will feel the gloat of 
victory, and others the bitterness 
of defeat; demagogues will capital- 
ize the passions of the people and 
the greedy grasping of some will 
teach only an immediate material 
advantage; and super-patriots 
among us all again will shout the 
shiboleths of nationalism and iso- 
lation. 

“We must have the imagination 
to dare and the vision to see that 
from such cataclysms as we are 
experiencing today, great ventures 
are possible. My own beloved coun- 
try, with its priceless tradition of 
liberty, was born and grew to life 
in a similar period. And we can, 
if we have the will, convert what 
seems to be the death rattle of 
our time into the birth pains of a 
new and better order.

HATEVER pz:ice Yugoslavia 
Woisces on its independence, as 

decided today, the lifeblood of 
Greece is still ready to protect its 
independence against any threat 
from the north or any other com- 
pass point. Such was the thought 
uppermost in the dark, passionate 
faces of the wildly gesticulating 
men, women and children who to- 
day lined the sidewalks of the cap- 
ital, tiny blue and white flags in 
hand, to honor once more the an- 
niversary of Greek freedom.and the 
army defending it. 


As the parade marched past, con- 
sisting chiefly of youth organiza- 
tions forming the home guard, the 
Athenians eagerly seized the chance 
to shout their appreciation of the 
men who are still holding the north- 
ern border. The crowd set up 
shout after shout of “aera,” the 
war cry of the white-skirted Ev- 
zones. Meaning  li.erally air, 
“aera” is a terrifying warning of 
attack, which may- be translated 
into Americanese as “gangway,” or 
the. slogan of the American Twen- 
ty-sixth Division in the World War, 
“Let’s go.” 


“Aera” has become a civilian 
as well as military battle yell and 
today, on this 120th anniversary of 
the hoisting of the first Greek flag 
of liberty by Father Germanos, at a 
little monastery on the Corinthian 
Gulf, “aera” was on the lips of every 
Athenian. 


Contrast to Bulgaria. 


In every way the anniversary was 
a contrast to the half-hearted cele- 
bration of Bulgarian independence, 
also won Ly arms from the Turks, 
which the writer observed in Sofia 
exactly three weeks ago. This was 
a popular festival, soberly but 
thankfully celebrated, while the 
deep and sincere patriotism of the 
Bulgarians never found expression 
on their holiday, unmarked even by 
a parade, because of the entrance 
of German troops into the country 
the day before. 


While the Bulgarian Government 
on that occasion declared, in a 
statement to the American public, 
that it was yielding against its will, 
having no other desire than to pro- 
tect its own borders, the Greek 
Government is able to line up its 
foreign policy today without excuse 
or explanation. The alliance with 
Britain ‘has every exterior appear- 
ance of being a free, voluntary, 
close and thoughtful collaboration 
for which Greece has no need to 
make explanations of duress. 

In today’s celebrations, which cen- 
tered as usual at the tomb of the 
Unknown Soldier before the remod- 
eled white palace of Greece’s first 
King, Otho, the national colors took 
a prominent part. The Greek flag, 
blue as the spring sky and white as 
the columns of the Parthenon, was 
everywhere, even on the guide ropes 


of trolley car poles, and for a na- 
tion at war Greece seemed excep- 
tionally gay and light-hearted. 


As one Greek put it, “We have 
made up our minds to fight for our 
freedom, and for other Balkan peo- 
ples who have to go through doubt 
and uncertainty before they decide 
what to do, we have no criticism but 
only sympathy. We are perfectly 
clear about what we are going to 
do.” 


Broadcast to Yugoslavia 


For the first time last night, per- 
har; encouraged by the impending 
anniversary, Greece took a definite 
line on .he German-Yugoslay situ- 


ation, although only semi-officially,} 


in a broadcast in Serbo-Croat, The 
Greek remarks on the crisis creat- 
ed by Adolf Hitler’s demands on 
Belgrade were addressed to the 
Yugoslavs only and there was no 
German version, The point singled 
out by the Greeks for the opening 
criticism was that the Yugosl..vs 
were supposedly negotiating an ar- 
rangement under which the Ger- 
mans would be allowed “to trans- 
port munitions through Yugoslav 
territory from north to south.” 


The Greek radio station said, 
“The Greeks refuse even to think it 
ever possible for the land of Kara- 
georgevitch to accept a clause so 
humiliating for itself and hostile to 
Greece.” 

In an obvious reference to the 
Balkan Entente, the Greeks called 
Yugoslavia “an allied country.” The 
statement, painstakingly avoiding, 
as do all Greek official utterances, 
the slightest allusion to Germany as 
a belligerent Power, said that ac- 
ceptance of the demands by Yugo- 
slavia would have as a consequence 
that “Italian planes” would drop

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CHURCHILL PRAISES 
GREEKS IN NOTE ON 
INDEPENDENCE DAY 


LONDON, March 25 (AP), — 
Prime Minister Churchill, in a spe- 
cial message to the Greeks on their 


Independence day, repeated today 
Britain’s resolve to sustain Greek 
independence. His message fol- 
lows: 

“On this day of proud memories, 
I would add one brief tribute to 
those which the whole civilized 
world is paying to the valor of the 
Greek nation. 

“One hundred and twenty years 
ago all that was noblest in England 
strove in the cause of Greek inde- 
pendence and rejoiced in _ its 
achievement. Today, that epic 
struggle is being repeated against 
greater odds, but with equal cour- 
age and with no less certainty of 
success. 

“We in England know that cause 
for which Byron died is a sacred 
cause: We are resolved to sustain

The poet, Lord Byron, gave 
money and personal. aid to the 
Greek movement to overthrow 
Turkish rule and died of a fever 
at Missolonghi, April 19, 1824.

GLASGOW, March 24 (Delayed.) 


EN days after the first inten- 
T ive bombing it has had since 

the outbreak of the war, the 
Clydeside is still digging its dead 
from the debris of big stone tene- 
ments. 
In the first 16 months of the war 
Glasgow and the heavily populated 
districts along the banks of the 
River Clyde had only one minor 
raid. They had come to believe 
that the bombing was for London 
and Coventry—in fact, for prac- 
tically every other area in Great 
Britain except theirs. They know 
differently now. 


For about nine hours March 13, 
death and destruction rained from 
the skies so persistently that Clyde- 
siders could scarcely believe it had 
stopped when the cold, gray, mis- 
erable dawn finally drove the Nazis 
home, 


Raiders Return. 


As they went to work to put out 
sti blazing fires, and search heaps 
of stone for survivors, they thought 
they had known the worst. But 
while they were still working, and 
long before they had been able to 
find homes for those who had 
miraculously escaped alive, it came 
again, just as fierce, just as death- 
dealing, but only for about six 
hours. i 

As I climbed over stones and 
pipes in the streets of one of the 
Clydeside towns today a rescue 
squad was bringing out the fif- 
teenth body it had found this morn- 
ing in the ruins of one tenement. 
Identification was clearly hopeless. 
There was still another huge tene- 
ment to tackle. Some 60 families 
lived in that one. 

Farther down the street, where 
the buildings seemed to have suf- 
fered less, chalked on the doorways 
were forwarding addresses: “David 
Ferguson at Alloa,” “Jay McGregor 
at Scone Farm, Randor,” and so on.

Miles of Devastation. 


And so it was for several miles 
down this stricken street; with 
what remains of its huge stone 
tenements, which looked imper- 
vious to any but the hardest blow, 
High above the street, on a fifth+ 
floor wall which was.all that was 
left standing of one building, still 
hung a bookcase in which not a 
single book appeared to have been 
disarranged. 

And over the hill, among the 
green fields, were shattered rem-

EXT time a broker, toying wanly with 
his frayed cuffs, tells you a seat on the 
Stock Exchange has sold for $27,- 
000 and that the daily average of shares 
traded this January was 512,000, as com- 
pared to 4,300,000 in January, 1928, you 
might enter into the spirit of things by 


telling him how the amount of wastepaper’ 


Swept up from the Exchange floor at the 
close of a day’s trading stacks up against 
the amount swept up 10 years ago. 

Current sweepings, consisting of brok- 
ers’ orders, memorandums and quotation 
slips, are only about two-thirds what they 
used to be: in 1931 they averaged 21 bags, 
or 1500 pounds, a day; today they hover 
around 13 bags, or 950 pounds. . Moreover, 
the figures jotted on these scraps of paper 
are substantially lower than they were in 
the days when stockbrokers warned their 
sons against becoming college professors, 
poets or harmonica players, and their 
daughters against marrying same. 

We obtained this interesting wastepaper 
statistic, and a few sidelights that may be 
of value to some morbid historian, when 
we visited the Exchange last week. An 
official guide took us to the visitors’ gallery, 
from which, around noon, we watched the 
following sluggish scene unfold itself, 

* * * 


At Trading Post 6, a bald-headed broker 
was sitting down, reading a copy of Time, 
no doubt the “Business & Finance” sec- 
tion. At Post 2, another broker was work- 
ing on the Herald Tribune crossword puz- 
zie. At Post 4, where General Motors is 
traded, three members were talking; one 
was sitting, two standing. Our guide point- 
ed to the left of Post 2, where United States 
Steel is traded, and said, “There’s the steel 
crowd.” The steel crowd consisted of four 
brokers and oné Stock Exchange employe, 
all conversing without animation. 

Another crowd of four brokers stood 
about Post 10, where Bethlehem Steel is 
traded; under our very eyes one of them 
walked away from the others and wrote 
something on a pad. Our guide advised us 
to keep on watching him, because it looked 
as though the man: was about to trade. 
“Yes,” the guide said breathlessly a mo- 
ment later, “he did trade, he did trade.” 

Around this time the annunciator board, 
which is used to call members from the 
floor to their phones and is equipped with a 
thousand numbers, had 16 numbers up. In 
the old days, 300 or 400 numbers showing 
wag nothing unusual. 


| 


Brokers’ carnations have declined even 
more sensationally. Formerly about half 
the members sported them; the day we were 
there all buttonholes were bare. 

According to E, Burd Grubb, a governor 
of the Exchange, most brokers have given 
up lunch, along with the carnations. Mr. 
Grubb told us he stopped eating lunch a 
year and a half ago. “It’s an easy way 
to save a dollar and a half,” he said. He 
just has a bigger dinner when he goes home. 
A few of the more improvident, or hungrier, 
brokers have sandwiches sent in, or go 
to Walgreen’s, or patronize a recently in- 
stalled sandwich bar in the Luncheon Club. 

The smoking room is more popular than 
it used to be, since members go there in- 
creasingly to read, complain, do crossword 
puzzles and talk deferentially about such 
profitable ventures as photography and 
stamp-collecting. Backgammon stakes in 
this room, once a quarter a point, are now 
generally a nickel. 

+ * * 

We asked a broker about the horseplay 
and practical jokes which have long been 
an Exchange tradition and were told that 
the last prank occurred before the election, 
when a trader, having bought a carton of 


a farm in New Jersey and peddles 70 dozen 
eggs a week to his colleagues, checked 
his carton in the cloakroom. Another mem- 
ber, apparently feeling Willkie was going 
to be elected, giddily removed the eggs, 
had them hard-boiled at a restaurant across 
the street, and returned them to the cloak- 
room. The owner’s wife later tried to 
make sOme scrambled eggs, and the joke 
was judged a success. 

By the end of the year, however, no one 
felt humorous, and Dec, 31, formerly an 
occasion marked by revelry, song, two bands, 
paper hats and noise-makers, was cele- 
brated gloomily with prolonged booing at 
the 3 o’clock close. The man who told us 
this went on to say that no one has had 
the initiative to haze the two newest mem- 
bers; that the Stock Exchange theme song, 
“Wait Till the Sun Shines, Nellie,” formerly 
rendered by all hands when something good 
happened in the market, hadn’t been sung 
for months; that no one whistles at girls 
in the visitors’ gallery any more; and that 
James Seligman, once one of the wittiest 
men on the floor, had given up conversation 
altogether. 

“You don’t crack jokes at a funeral,” our 
informant said. 


Smoke War 


in St. Louis 


° From the New York Sun. 


HE success of the smoke-elimination or- 
dinance in St. Louis is of interest not 
only to residents of that city but to author- 
ities in other large American cities faced 
with a similar problem. They have watched 
the progress of the experiment closely. 
The testing period in St. Louis ended 


March 3, with the Weather Bureau reporting - 


a 71 per cent decrease in hours of smoke in 
the first fall and winter under the new law. 

The ordinance permits use of soft coal 
only when it is burned mechanically, Other- 
wise, hard or processed coal must be used. 

Prior to adoption of the ordinance, mem- 
bers of the Missouri Botanical Garden staff 
asserted that smoke was particularly injuri- 
ous to trees in St. Louig during the late fall, 
winter and early spring months. They rec- 
ommended certain trees as having greatest 
powers of resistance to smoke; now, presum- 
ably, other trees can be grown. 

Injury through smoke is by no means con- 


fined to trees; human beings also suffer. Dr. 
John 8. Owens, an expert, has estimated 
that the 7,000,000 people who live in the 
County of London breathe 90 pounds of soot 
into their lungs every 24 hours, while in a 
thick fog they inhale 1200 pounds. Every 
“pea-souper” that envelopes the English cap- 
ital causes a loss of around $1,700,000 to rail- 
ways and tradesmen and in the extra light- 
ing required. 

Dr. H. B. Meller and L. B. Sisson, “smoke 
professors” at the Melion Institute of In- 
dustrial Research, have been unremitting 
in their campaign for pure air. Dr. Meller, 
who is chief of Pittsburgh’s Bureau of 
Smoke Regulation, describes preventable 
smoke and dust as “worthless by-products 
of incomplete combustion and uncontrolled 
emission,” and asserts that their discharge 
into city air continues only because of 
an attitude of easy tolerance on the part of 
the inhabitants.

A most evil-minded, mischievous, 
hilarious and delightful musical 
comedy is at the American Theater 
forea run through next Sunday 
night. “Du Barry Was a Lady” 
happens to be the title but the

B. G. De Sylva, who wrote the com- 
edy, is that DuBarry definitely was 
not. 

The story takes the audience—a 
big one last night—from the wash- 
room of the Club Petite in New 
York to the Court of France under 
King Louis XV for no good rea- 
son perhaps, except to show that 
the frame of mind as regards men 
and women, boys and girls was the 
same in both places and times. 

Central figure in the rowdy fan- 
tasy is Louis Blore, “Jadies’ maid in 
a gents’ room,” who wins a $75,000 
sweepstakes prize, quits his job in 
the inner courts of the Club Pe- 
tite and is about to make a play 
for the Club Petite’s star “vocalist” 
when he accidentally gives himself 
a Mickey Finn and wakes up as 
Louis XV, with the singer as the 
royal favorite, Madame Du Barry. 

That’s it, except for the spice 
and chasing around and unblushing 
exposure and magnificent clown- 
ing by Bert Lahr ag Louis Blore 
and King Louis XV. The George 
Arliss of comedy is at the height 
of his art and puts the customers 
in a spirit of great glee with any- 
thing he does. 

Just to watch him wiggle his 
eyebrows or stare cross-eyed and 
amazed at the audience is some- 
thing of a treat. The scene in 
which he explains to his succes- 
sor at the Club Petite, Benny Bak- 
er, how the job ought to be run is 
a gem and there are hundreds of 
Lahr comedy tricks that are good 
for laughs—the way he has of 
collapsing a lorgnette under his 
nose, his palpitating fortissimo 
when he sings, his delicate dignity 
as the King of France. He even 
pretends to muff the lyrics of his 
songs, which you might believe un- 
til you watch him sing “The Star- 
Spangled Banner,” every word of 
it, in the American’s customary

But even aside from its star, “Du 
Barry Was a Lady” has everything 
a good musical comedy needs. The 
pace is so fast that plot, if there 
were more, would become complete- 
ly addled. There are dancing girls 
and dancing boys, raising a clatter 
and a dust. There are specialty ar- 
tists who get special applause. Cole 
Porter’s music and lyrics are, as 
usual, of the best. 

As a result of the show’s year on 
Broadway and 14 weeks in Chica- 
go, “Do I Love You” is. the best- 
known or best remembered, per- 
haps, of the tunes. Three comedy 
numbers click at first hearing— 
“It Ain’t Etiquette,” “But in the 
Morning, No!” and “Friendship.” 
The last, sung by Lahr and Fran- 
ces Williams, his Du Barry, stopped 
the show last night and forced the 
star to make a thank-you speech 
and explain, “We ain’t got no more 
choruses.” 

Dance numbers staged by Robert 
Alton are smart and original and 
the costumes and scenery by Raoul 
Pene Du Bois, obviously not as 
smart and fresh as they were at 
the show’s Broadway opening, still 
are eye-thrilling. The fact that 
“DuBarry” is the first musical show 
at the American in the 1940-41 sea- 
son marks it with unique entertain- 
ment areal, 

Miss Williams, here about a year 
ago in a minor flop, “Three After 
Three,” gives valiant service to 
“DuBarry”; Benny Baker is the 
funny fat boy he has been in 
films; Ruth Bond lends beau- 
ty and grace; Sunny Rice’s dancing 
gets some of that special applause. 
Singing of the romantic sort is done 
by Ronald Graham, good-looking 
former leading: man at Municipal 
Opera, several members of the 
chorus are from the Forest Park 
ranks and Ray Sinatra, co-conduc- 
tor of last summer in the park, is in 
charge of the orchestra this week.

(lic Welfare, denied today that he 
tedjwas in favor of transfe 
ifunctions of the non-political Board

of Children’s Guardians to his de- 
partment, as was recommended re- 
cently by the City Survey Commit- 
tee. He said he had no opinion 
at all on the proposed change. 
His statement was made in reply 
to a letter sent to the Survey Com- 
mittee by Walter C. Haeussler, 
chairman of the Board of Children’s 
Guardians. Haeussler protested 
against the proposed transfer, say- 
ing that children and taxpayers 
would suffer if the board’s work 
were put under the politically con- 
trolled Welfare Department. 


Darst, an appointee of Mayor 
Dickmann, charged that Haeussler 
was “playing politics.” He said 
Haeussler’s . letter was “in bad 
taste,” and that Haeussler “had 
asinine ideas about inefficiency in 
the Welfare Department.” 


The Survey Committee, in its 
bulky report issued last month, 
suggested that Bellefontaine Farms 
and Meramec Hills, the two insti- 
tutions operated by the Board: of 
Children’s Guaridans, be adminis- 
tered by the Welfare Department, 
along with the “placing-out ser- 
vice” which the board conducts. 

“Your report criticises. severely 
many city branches in the Public 
Welfare Department,” Haeussler 
said in his letter, “stating that they 
are inefficiently operated, with the 
implication they are inefficient be- 
cause of political control. And still 
you recommend that our well-gov- 
erned organization be transferred 
to that department— 


“The Board of Children’s Guar- 
dians is responsible for its employes 
and has the power to employ and 
dismiss its agent, superintendents 
and other employes without politi- 
cal interference. We already op- 
erate under a merit system because 
our ordinance stipulates that only 
trained professional social workers 
may be employed. If we are placed 
in the Department of Public Wel- 
fare we will doubtless shortly be in 
the same situation as the depart- 
ments you criticise. As a result, 
unfortunate children will suffer.” 

Darst, who is Democratic City 
Committeeman from the Twenty- 
fifth Ward, said there “is no more 
politics in my department than in 
Mr. Haeussler’s organization.” 

The Board of Children’s Guar- 
dians is composed of 12 members, 
appointed by the Mayor for over- 
lapping four year terms, Haeussler 
said it was successful because it 
has been free of political control. 

“The smoke eliminatior program 
was ineffective until it was imple- 
mented by a citizens’ committee,” 
he continued. “The success of your 
own committee is a further illustra- 
tion of the effective manner in 
which public spirited citizens can 
function in promoting civic wel- 
fare. But citizens’ groups can 
function effectively only when they 
have full power without political 
hindrance.” 

Haeussler pointed out that the 
Federal Children’s Bureau is now 
also making a survey of the child 
welfare program in St. Louis. He 
asked that any action on the sur- 
vey committee’s recommendation 
wait until the Federal survey is 
completed and published.

-CURRIE'S REPORT ON CHINA 


By JOSEPH ALSOP and ROBERT KINTNER | 


WASHIN GTON, March 25. 

N THE field of Far Eastern pol- 
I* the past 10 days have seen 

two important developments. The 
first was the return from China of 
Lauchlin Currie, the economist and 
presidential assistant, who jour- 
neyed to Chungking to help Gener- 
alissimo Chiang Kai-shek and his 
advisers cope with a dangerously 
inflationary currency _ situation.) 
Currie does not pretend to be a 
military expert, but he is a good 
reporter, and he is said to have 
brought back to the President a re- 
markable list of the Chinese needs 
for starting a counter-offensive 
against Japan. 

The list, considering the nature 
of modern war, is magnificently 
brief. A dozen Flying Fortresses, 
200 up-to-date pursuit planes, com- 
paratively small quantities of avia- 
tion gasoline, steel alloys and other 
raw materials, and a_ certain 
amount of heavy artillery and am- 
munition would be enough, accord- 
ing to the Chinese leaders speaking 
to the’ President through Currie. 
With this comparative handful of 
supplies, the Chinese think they 
could knock spots out of the Japa- 
nese invaders. 5 

The second development is not 
unrelated to the first, tndicating 
that our Far Eastern policy is al- 
ready ‘hovering on the verge of 
boldness. It is the dispatching to 
Australia and New Zealand of sev- 
eral heavy and light cruisers and 
a considerable number of destroy- 


Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox 
has indignantly rejected any sug- 
gestion of ulterior motive, any ob- 
server not too obtuse must con- 
clude that this “courtesy visit” is 
in reality an effective compromise 
between the two main factions in 
the Navy Department. 

The cautious faction, composed 
of the Chief of Naval Operations, 
Admiral Harold Stark, and most 
of the members of the general 
board, has maintained that any 
substantial American naval force 
crossing the 180th meridian would 
be attacked or turned back by the 
Japanese. The officers with Far 
Eastern experience, who are poor- 
ly represented on the general board, 
are the faction of daring. They 
have maintained the contrary prop- 
osition, that such a force as has 
now been sent to Australia and 
New Zealand would not only not be 
attacked, but if sent to Singapore 
would also be enough to deter the 
Japanese from further adventures 
in Malaya. Anyone examining the 
map can see the warships “cour- 
tesy visiting” and enjoying “recrea- 
tion” at Sydney and Auckland can 
proceed to Singapore without much 
danger of Japanese interference.

HE plunge of sending ships to 
1 Singapore may not be taken, 

but the mood suggested by the 
“courtesy visits” to Britain’s Paci- 
fic dominions augurs a friendly re- 
ception for the Chinese requests 
for aid. These have, of course, 
been presented before, through oth- 
er messengers, among whom Dr, T. 
V. Soong, China’s great former fi- 
nance Minister, was the most per- 
suasive. Even before Currie’s de- 
parture for the Far East, Dr. 
Soong might have succeeded in get- 
ting his country what it needs, had 
it not been for the demands of the 
European fighting on the defense 
production machinery. 


Currie, however, will speak with 
special fiuthority, as a man close 
to the President, who has seen for 
himself. He spent enough time 
with the Chinese leaders—30 hours 
with Chiang Kai-shek alone — to 
receive a dependable impression. 
And he is said to have come back 
a convert to boldness on all points.

The reinforcement 
of Singapore is now known to have 
been substantial, however, amount- 
ing to at least 20,000 men. The 
Netherlands Indies also are _  in- 
creasing their armed strength, and 
really effective preparations have 
been made to destroy their oil wells 
in case of Japanese attack. The 
Japanese, with not much more 
than five divisions on Hainan 
Island and in North Indo-China for 
their Malayan adventure, have a 
hard job ahead. According to the 
best informed men here, the con- 
servatives in the Japanese navy 
have beaten the daredevils after a 
hard policy tussle, and the adven- 
ture has been put off pending the 
outcome of the spring and summer 
fighting in Europe.

WILLKIE CALLS FOR

Comedians Improve 
So Says Bert Lahr, Who Is Glad He's No

OMEDIANS .get better with 
age—they’re very fortundte 
that way,” Bert Lahr point- 
de out. “The glamor boy has 
only so many years to go, but al- 
most every great comedian in the 
country is over 46 yéars old. Look 
at Charlie Chaplin, Bill Fields, Ed 
Wynn, Victor Moore, Hugh Her- 
bert, Jack Benny, Fred Allen, Eddie 
Cantor, Al Jolson”—— 

To that stellar list he might have 


added the name of Bert Lahr, for 
Lahr, after 30 years in show busi- 
ness, is still going strong. His cur- 
rent show, “Du Barry Was a Lady,” 
now in action at the American The- 
ater, has been running 76 weeks— 
and is considered one of his best 
shows in a string of hits. It is his 
tenth musical, and he has the 
unique distinction of having never 
appeared in a flop show. He was a 
star in vaudeville before he went 
into musicals, has been in movie 
successes—such as “The Wizard of 
Oz”"—and yet with all this back- 
ground he just barely makes the 
list of “distinguished comedians 
over 45,” as he’s only on the brink 
of 46. 

“I was very young when I went 
into show business,” he explained, 
“and for that reason most people 
think I’m closer to 55. I’ve had 
men older than I am come up to 
me and say, ‘I remember seeing you

when I was just a young fellow.’ 


That’s quite possible, because I was 
starring in burlesque when I was 
17, and what with the putty noses 
and wigs we wore, I probably 
looked older. 

“I got into show business entire- 
ly by chance. When I was a kid in 
New York, there was a boy in our 
neighborhood who dabbled around 
the theaters. I was always stage 
struck, and I could sing a little, so 
one day he asked me if I'd like to 
join a schoolroom act he was get- 
ting.up. We never got paid for our 
act, but I got the ‘bug,’ and stuck 
with it. 


“T started in burlesque at $35 a 
week and ended up at $115, which 
was big money then, but it wasn’t 
the money so much as the experi- 
ence and background that made it 
valuable. Burlesque was a great 
school for comedians then. It was 
a lot different than it is now. We 
weren't even allowed to say ‘hell’ 
or ‘damn.’ 

“From burlesque I went into 
vaudeville. I remember playing 
here in St. Louis 15 years ago. I 
played at the Orpheum Theater 
and then later at the St. Louis. I 
did an act called Lahr and Merce- 
des, in which I was a cop—a police- 
man. ’ 

“The first musical show I did was 
called Delmar’s Revels, with Win- 
nie Lightner, Frank Fay and Patsy 
Kelly. The show wasn’t a big suc- 
cuess, but I got a job out of it, in 
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Glamor-Boy Actor

‘Hold Everything.” That was my 
first hit show, and from then on I 
just kept going.” 

The Lahr lunacy, including that 
famous “Ung-gung-ung”’ noise 
which is Bert’s specialty, took a 
hold on showgoers in such hits as 
“Flying High,” “Hot Cha,” “Life 
Begins at 8:40,” and plenty of oth- 
ers. In “Du Barry,” the story of a 
night-club attendant who inadver- 
tently drinks a Mickey Finn he 
fixed for his rival, and dreams he 
is Louis XV, offers a particularly 
good scope. Among other transi- 
tions, he changes from a Brooklyn 
accent: to a French one, which he 
delivers, as one reviewer pointed 
out, through his “sub-Bourbon 
nose.” Lahr loves it, all but the 
elaborately ruffled and lace-edged 
costumes. 


“They’re a little bit feminine,” he 
laughed, “and I keep tearing ‘em. 
But this is nothing compared to 
that heavily paddec costume I had 
to wear as the lion in ‘The Wizard 
of Oz.’ It took me an hour and 
a half to get into it, and then for 
technicolor they have to use 10 
times the amount of light they use 
in other pictures, so we had 90 
arc lights beating down on us. And 
I was working on the picture 26 
weeks; it was really tough.” 


— 

Quiet-spoken and serious in con- 
versation, Lahr carries on the un- 
broken tradition that comedians 
don’t cut capers off stage, but he 
has some definite ideas about how 
they should act on stage. 

“A comedian should never be 
smart alecky,” he said. “He should 
be a humble sort of fellow with 
a certain sympathy. Then, too, I 
don’t think a comedian should play 
above his audience; he should al- 
ways play beneath them. But the 
most essential quality of all is that 
he must have charm. By that I 
mean charm on the stage, and I 
don’t mean a sophisticated charm, 
but just a likable personality.” 


There’s more to Lahr’s theatrical 
code than those fundamentals. Of 
the old school of conscientious per- 
formers, it’s one of Lahr’s proudest 
boasts that he’s never missed a per- 
formance, not once in 30 years. He 
was hurt during the run of “Life 
Begins at 8:40,” but they carried 
him on the stage and he went 
through his two important scenes 
anyway. 

“They don’t give medals for 
something like that,” another thea- 
ter man commented, “but people in 
a show business have a word for 
fellows like Bert Lahr, The word 
is ‘Trouper.’”

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Aching Feet 
Sign Spring 


Has Arrived

NE of the signs of spring, 

along with spring fever, is. that 

the feet begin to hurt. This 
is a perfectly natural phenomenon 
due to the sudden changes of tem- 
peratures that occur through the 
winter, the exposure of the feet 
to wet and cold, and the small 
traumatisms that occur from slip- 
ping and sliding around on the ice 
and sleet. ' | 

A Canadian physician, Dr. C. C. 
Ross, has classified the causes of 
painful feet in a recent article, 
very interestingly: 

Corns develop as a result of 
pressure and friction over a small 
area. If the pressure and friction 
is exerted over a larger area, cal- 
losities are produced. The cause 
of corns is primarily badly fitting 
shoes and the traumatisms and 
temperature changes which I men- 
tioned above. The corns may per- 
sist after the badly fitting shoe has 
been discarded. 

Treatment of most corns. is, 
therefore, to get rid of bad shoes 
and make an application of corn 
paint twice daily until the corn 
disappears. An effective corn 
paint is: acetic acid—l dram; 
salicylic acid—50 grains; flexile 
collodion to make one ounce. 

Flat feet cause pain /due either 
to a breaking of the longitudinal 
arch or of the transVerse arch at 
the head of the’ foot bones. 

The choice of treatment depends 
upon the type and degree of flat- 
ness. Mild types are often the re- 
sult of weakness of the muscles 
occurring after an illness and 
standing too soon without proper 
shoe support. Simple methods cor- 
rect this condition. Strapping of 
flat feet, with t..e help of correc- 
tive shoes, is satisfactory treat- 


ment. 
x *« * 

EXERCISES {O strengthen the 
feet consist of rising on the toes 
and coming down on the outer sides 
of the feet, rotating the toe in a 
counter-clockwise direction 
the knees crossed, or stroking the 
foot up and down the shin bone. 

Hallux valgus, or hammertoe, 
is a very common cause of pain- 
ful feet, which usually needs sur- 
gery for its correction. 

Rigid toe is caused by arthritis 
of the toe joint and may be very 
painful in the late winter and 
spring months. Treatment con- 
sists in the application of heat, 
contrast—hot water and cold wa- 
ter—baths. 

Painful heels are usually due to 
small bony spurs or to an inflamed 
bursa near bony spurs. Many of 
them can be corrected by rest and 
properly fitting shoes. Occasion- 
ally the inflamed bursa must be 
removed surgically. 

Chilblain may be prevented by 
giving proper attention to the 
warm covering of the foot in win- 
ter and by care in thawing out 
frozen or nearly frozen feet.

Pilot's Own Story of His Four-Day 

Struggle for Life in the Wilds. of 

Newfoundland Following Plarie 

Crash That Brought Death to Sir 

Frederick Banting, Noted Scientist. 
By Capt. Joseph C. Mackey 


Sir Frederick Banting, whose co- 
discovery, of insulin made him one of 
the great benefactors of mankind, 
was killed with two other men in the 
crash of a military plane in the froz- 
en wastes of Newfoundland on Feb. 
21. The only survivor was the 
American pilot, Capt. Joseph C. 
Mackey. Following is the first of 
three articles in wihch the pilot tells 
of the crash and-his own struggle to 
keep alive in a wilderness of snow 
until rescued four day later: 


ILITARY control makes it im- 

possible for me to reveal many 

details of the story leading up 
to the crash. It is sufficient to say 
that I was flying an airplane to 
Britain; that my navigator was 
Flying Officer William Bird of the 
Royal Air Force, with whom I had 
no previous experience; my radio 
operator was William Snailham, 
with whom I was well acquainted; 
and that I wag instructed to take 
aboard as passenger Sir Frederick 
Banting, whom I knew of as a fa- 
mous Canadian scientist and dis- 
coverer of insulin. : 

I had no opportunity to make the 
acquaintance of Sir Frederick. In 
the preparation of my ship for the 
trans-Atlantic flight, I was intro- 
duced to him and he boarded the 


, plane. Within a Very little while, 


he and I were alone in a desperate 
situation in which he was to die 
and I was to survive. 

I shall set down the story in sim- 
ple detail, but it should be said at 
the outset that while Sir Frederick 
lived for about 16 to 20 hours after 
the crash he did not consciously 
suffer from his injuries. When I 
found him he was unconscious. He 
regained consciousness and lost it 
from time to time. But at no time 
during his apparently conscious mo- 
ments was he really aware of his 
plight. 

I think he was rendered delirious 
by his head injuries. I cannot fig- 
ure out where he thought he was. 
But such was his force and energy 
that he spoke and acted through- 
out these periods of apparent con- 
sciousness as though he were a 
military officer on duty, or perhaps 
a professor in a clinic. He com- 
ee me to take down his dicta- 
tion. 

Throughout the first night of 
our crash and all through the first 
morning, Sir Frederick roused him- 
self time after time and in what 
seemed a perfectly lucid condi- 
tion dictated rapidly letters, memo- 
randa and statements, every one 
of which was to me merely streams 
of wholly unintelligible technical 
medical phraseology which I, due 


to my own condition, could not pos-- 


sibly take down. 
It may well be that scientific 


and medical information of the 
most priceless character was lost 
in these hours. It may have been 
the struggle of a great mind to 
fight against death in a race to 
record his last thoughts. But at no 
time -did Sir Frederick show the 
slightest recognition of the fact 
that he was gravely injured in a 
plane crash, Not once did he give 
any sign that he recognized in me 
the pilot of the plane. 

The best I could do was to help 
him sit up when he woke to action 
and persuade him to rest and relax 
when I saw his condition was crit- 
ical. I remained almost constantly 
with him through the night and the 
first morning. About noon, I set 
off on a first and futile search 
of the neighborhood. When I re- 
turned late in the afternoon, Sir 
Frederick was dead. 

Very shortly after taking off ‘and 
heading out to sea, I discovered 
that it would be necessary for us 
to return. My first act was to jet- 
tison our main fuel cargo, and I 
informed my three companions in 
the rear compartments of the plane 
of my intention to return. I asked 
them to throw overboard all the 


- baggage and every item they could 


find that would reduce our weight 
for the possibly powerless return 
flight to land, 


It was dark and snowing. By 
the time I had reached what I was 
certain to be land, I instructed 
Snailham, who was in the radio 
compartment immediately behind 
me, to order the others to bail out. 
Snailham and I had been working 
together for some time, and I knew 
he was thoroughly familiar with 


‘the situation and how to meet it. 


It never occurred to me to think 
that they would not bail out. I 
felt what I thought to be a definite 
change of balance in the ship, and 
assumed that they had gone. I 
then devoted my attention to mak- 
ing the best possible landing en- 
tirely by instrument, as of course 
I was unable to see the ground 
at any time. I gambled that as 
half of the surface of Newfound- 
land was frozen lake, I might have 
the luck to strike one of them. 

In actual fact, my wing struck 
the one large tree in that whole 
area of Newfoundland, I came 
within a few feet of making a safe 
landing. I do not recollect any- 
thing whatever of the crash. My 
first memory is feeling about my 
head. I woke to consciousness as 
you wake from sleep, wide awake, 
and I found that I had already 
tied my handkerchief around my 
head, which was bleeding profuse- 
ly. 

I then looked at my watch and 


‘realized it had been one hour since 


my last wholly conscious moment. 
All the cabin lights were still burn- 
ing brightly. I sat in my seat for 
several minutes trying to collect

crept over me momentarily as the 
realization that I been able to 
avert fire begame Complete. 

As my head wound was bleeding 
profusely, I gealized I must ban- 
dage myself and I reached for the 
first aid kit beside me. It was 
missing. I climbed from my seat 
to go back into the cabin. This 
was my first look backwards into 
the ship. And to my utter amaze- 
ment and horror, a body was vis- 
ible lying between the main cabin 
and the radio cabin. 

Having given orders for them to 
jump by parachute and having 
imaginéd I felt a change of balance 
in the ship, I was certain I was 
alone in the final stages of the 
flight. I found that the body was 
that of Snailham. He was dead and 
had obviously been killed on im- 
pact. I went on back in the cabin, 
dreading what I might find. And 
I found Sir Frederick still alive 
but unconscious, with a severe head 
wound, his left arm broken and 
other injuries.‘ I went on to the 
back of the cabin and found Fly- 
ing Officer Bird also dead and pre- 
sumably killed on impact.

| and explored his injuries. They 

were severe. I got him into a 
sitting position, though it was dif- 
ficult for me to move him because 
of my own damages, and I talked 
to him and finally roused him to 
semiconsciousness after about 15 
minutes. 

He was able to help me move 
him from the cabin floor into the 
bunk in the cabin, where I cov- 
ered him with several folds of a 
silk parachute. I had no knife, 
but by tearing another parachute, 
by snagging it on a broken pro- 
jection of the wrecked interior of 
the plane, I got enough silk to 
make a sling for his broken arm 
and a new bandage for my head. 


* I tried to inquire from Sir Fred- 


erick why they had not jumped, 
but at no time during the ensuing 
hours was I able to establish con- 
tact with Sir Frederick with re- 
gard to what had occurred. From 
the very outset, he struggled to 
set down or dictate technical and 
medical matters. I could not recall 
him to himself or our plight. 

I made various excursions out- 
side to look over the ground. It was 
cold. There was five feet of snow 
on the ground. We had struck a 
tree—the largest tree in sight on 
that desolate area, as I saw later 
—and by only a few feet I had 
missed a landing on a snow-Ccov- 
ered lake that might have turned 
out differently. 

I turned off the lights in the 
plane, all save one, and devoted 
myself to attending to Sir Fred- 
erick, since there was nothing else 
to do. Knowing by the nature 
of his injuries that he was in a 
critical. state, even if help came 
with the morning, I tried to make 
him lie down and rest. But after 
a few minutes of rest, he would in- 
sist on rising to a sitting position

His entire bearing and. attitude 
was military. He seemed to feel 
he was carrying on at a post of 
duty. During every semiconscious 
period, his speech was thoroughly 
coherent, but on medical problems 
beyond my comprehension. At 
times, I went through the motions 
of writing down his words in order 
to quiet him. 

When morning came, I went out- 
side the plane and tried to figure 
what chances there were of our 
being spotted from the air, for 
I knew there would be planes 
searching for us. But it had been 
snowing and as we had crashed 
against the edge of the lake, our 
wreckage might not show up 
amidst the rocks and the bush. 

After waiting until noon, I de- 
cided that Sir Frederick’s condi- 
tion was such that he could not 
survive if he did not have imme- 
diate medical attention. He had 
by this time become completely un- 
conscious. I had no proper plan 
in mind. I was weak from shock 
and my injuries, but I thought I 
might explore the immediate neigh- 
borhood. I covered Sir Frederick 
well with coats, two of which had 
not been thrown overboard, and 
then I started out. 

After going only about 20 yards, 
I realized it would be hopeless for 
me to try to go anywhere in the 
five-foot deep snow. The woods 
were thicketed and dense and full 
of little gullies. I had to stay in 
the open spaces. 


The strongest of men could not | 


wade through five-foot snow. I re- 
turned to the ship, took the map 
board and broke it in half by bang- 
ing it on a rock. With friction tape, 
I rigged up a plausible imitation of 
snowshoes out of these two 18-inch 
square pieces of plywood, and 
bound them to my feet. I may say 
I wore out two of these sets of 
snowshoes in the next day or two. 

The first exploration trip might 
very well have ended in complete 
disaster. I had no plan. I was 
weak from injury and shock. At 
the most, I do not think I trav- 
eled two miles from the plane. I 
set off for what I thought would 
be the seashore. Stumbling and 
floundering on the makeshift snow- 
shoes, I grew terribly weary after 
a little while. I began to see 
mirages. I thought I could see 
houses. I even imagined I Could 
see windows. But when I reached 
them, they were merely snow-cov- 
ered trees and rocks. 

It was in this wandering that I 
made a most important decision, 
which shows how in extremity the 
mind will craftily function even 
though we have little reason to ex- 
pect anything of it. I was frequent- 
ly falling down and it would be 
several minutes or even longer be- 
fore I could summon energy or even 
will enough to get up. I came to 
what I believed was a river. I 
had to decide which way to go, to 
the right or to the left. 

The wind was blowing strongly. 
So somehow, in that great confusion 
and mental fog, I worked jit out

this way. If I went with the wind, 
it would be easier. But if I went 
against the wind, it would be easier 
to come back. I chose to go into 
the wind. I sincerely believed that 
if I had not gone into the wind, 
I would not be here today to tell 
this story, for after following the 
river bed some way and coming to 
the realization that I could not go 
farther and that I had to get back 
to the plane, so long and grim was 
the struggle that I gave up com- 
pletely half a dozen times. 
Slowly, my energy would creep 
back and rouse me to one more 
try. I set myself little tasks. I 
did not think of the plane. That 
seemed miles away. I set myself 
merely to that next hillock, that 
next rock or bush. When I made 
that stage, I fell down and waited 
to see if my heart would come back. 
Then I would set myself a new

I made a 
hundred little plans that day, in 
order to get back to the plane. It 
helped me, the following day, to 
make a big plan. 

The two miles I traveled that 
first afternoon took from shortly 
before noon until dusk. When I 
reached the plane, I found Sir 
Frederick dead, By some immense 
effort, he had got himself off the 
bunk in the wrecked cabin and 
had got outside, He lay 15 feet 
from the wreck. 

I was at this hour completely 
exhausted. My ankle had been 
sprained in the crash and it had 
swollen almost to the knee during 
my travels. Every stage of the 
journey had been agony, and I 
had done the last 500 yards, back- 
tracking on my own trail, on my 
hands and knees through the deep 
drifts, to spare my leg. — 

With an engine cover of canvas 
under me and two overcoats over 
me, I tried to sleep in the snow 
beside the ship. I had my flying 
gear on. I was terribly uncomfor- 
table but not dangerously so. It 
seemed daylight would never come. 
But it grew very clear in my mind, 
as I lay there in the pit in the 
snow, that I had to formulate some 
plan. 

My spirits were very low. I 
meyer expect them to be lower. 
The whole scheme of life had be- 
come so aimless. Here was a great 
enterprise in ruin in the midst of 
an immeasurable wilderness. Here 
lay dead a great man, a man I 
did not know, but a man of im- 
portance in the world. He had 
been the only other living thing, 
speaking to me in urgent riddles. 
Now he was still. 

And I was in this hole in the 
snow, beside the wreckage. And 
what I needed was some pian; or 
the whole enterprise was lost here 
in the remote silent wilderness.

Aside from that, 
however, West had the three and 
a half honor tricks (including the 
plus value for six or more honor 
cards applied to no trump and four 
card suit bidding) and with his 
doubleton headed by a queen, felt 
that he could take this slight liber- 
ty. It was especially desirable to 
open with a one no trump instead 
of one club, he figured, because 
of the vulnerability conditions, and 
the fact that an opposing overcall 
might be “clipped” for a substan- 
tial penalty. 

East’s hand was the merest shade 
short of a sound raise, which re- 
quires two honor tricks. Actually, 
East could have given a shaded 
raise without incurring criticism, 
but he knew South to be the sort 
of player who rarely lets an op- 
posing one-bid stand, hence he 
gambled on a pass. His judgment 
turned out to be brilliant. Not only 
did South put his neck in a noose 
with a two diamond overcall, but, 
as may be seen, East-West could 
not have made three no trump if 
they had bid it. And although he had 
been doubtful about raising the no 
trump, East was in no doubt about 
doubling 2 diamonds, although his 
strength in the diamond suit itself 
was nil. 

West opposed the club ten. Dum- 
my ducked and East won with the 
ace. On a club return South un- 
blocked the queen in order to cre- 
ate an entry in dummy. . West 
could easily have countered this 
attempt by conceding the queen 
and winning the next club lead, 
but shrewdly surmising that South 
might want to finesse for the queen 
of trumps, West obligingly gave 
South an entry to the dummy, that 
is, he took the club queen and 
played a third round to dummy’s 
jack. Declarer might well have 
looked this gift horse in the mouth, 
but he did not. He led the dia- 
mond nine and let it ride. He was 
thoroughly disgusted when West 
pounced on this trick with the 
queen. 

West now was on somewhat of a 
spot for a good return. He feared 
that East might have the diamond 
king, hence did not want to return 
that. suit, After considerable 
thought, he decided that the safest 
play was to lay down the heart ace 
and watch for East’s follow-suit 
card, When East played the six 
spot, West continued with a low 
heart. East won and exited with 
a trump. Declarer finally had to 
break the spade suit himself and, 
of course, lost three spade tricks 
in addition to two hearts, one dia- 
mond and two clubs.

Answer: The correct Anglicized 
pronunciation is almost as the 
French say the word:

The reason that -ique in com- 
munique has two syllables is that

When the let- 
ter “e” is so marked, it always has 
the approximate sound of “ay.” 
The final “e” in antique, etc., is 
not so marked, and -ique-, then, 
has its customary “eek” sound.
